To the editor of the hr; u n bhd D ispatch; 
T h e liberal aud 
f ilerpristog .spirit 
shown by tile DiKiwTcu in all m atters o f 
public i Bier est, Nwds me to solicit the 
favor of replying thro ug h your colum ns 
to recent attacks in one or tw o New 
Y ork dailies, calling in question my 
claim to have discovered and bleated the 
source of the Mississippi in 1881. 
When my attention was first draw n to 
the articles of those who seem so m uch 
exercised by my expedition to the h ead­ 
w aters of the Mississippi, I had no inten­ 
tion of replying, but have finally yielded 
to the argum ents of triends who feel 
th at longer silence m ight possibly he 
construed to my disadvantage. 
I ani well aw are th at I assume a great 
responsibility is locating the source of 
the greatest river in N orth America, and 
correcting a geographical error of half a 
century's standing, especially when I 
follow the footsteps of such em inent ex­ 
plorers as 
lieltrami, Schoolcraft, and 
Nicollet, and in view of tile fact th a t I 
have presumed to pass Hie lim it of their 
explorations. 
Those w ho have been my most per?is- 
tent assailants in lins controversy, open­ 
ed the battle with the assertion that 
Lake Itasca was the undoubted source of 
I the Mississippi, and th at at the time of 
I my expedition, there was nothing of an 
* exploratory character in N orthern Miu- 
i ncsota. 
How well they have been able 
j to fortify their position will be developed 
tto we ad. ai. zn. 
I 
For years prior to 1881, I had been oi 
! the opinion that Lake Itasca occupied an 
| erroneous position on our geography. 
In fact I had become satisfied through 
I conversation w ith straggling Chippewas 
in the N orthw est, that the lied m a n ’s 
I ideal river Hid not rise in the lake de- 
| scribed by his while brother, lait that 
: there were lakes and streams beyond 
! that lake, and some day the tru th of 
; their statem ent would be verified. 
Thoroughly convinced that there was 
I ) et a field for exploration in the wilds 
i of Minnesota, I resolved, in 1876, to at- 
! tem pt a settlem ent of the vexed question 
concerning the source of the Mississippi 
I river, at an early day. 
Finding the op- 
! port unity I sought in 1861 I proceeded 
I to St. P aul in .June of that year accom 
I partied by Mr. Pierce Giles, for m any 
t ear? a men)lier of the English civil ser­ 
vice, and now of Camden, New Jersey. 
Here I was joined by my brother George, 
of Chicago, arui Uarrett C han nin g Paine 
of the Si. Paul Pioneer Press. 


FROM ST. PAUL TO BltAxHEKD 


Having completed arrangem ents we 
left St 
Paul on the m orning of July 
| Fourth, with Brainerd as our im m ediate 
objective. 
Short halts were made at 
Minneapolis, Monticello, St. Cloud and 
Little Falls, on our way up the river. 
! Brainerd was reached Ju ly 7th. 
This 
! enterprising town is situated near th e 
i boundry of the Chippew a Indian Kcser- 
i ration, and I? the nearest place o f con­ 
sequence to Lake I'asea. 
Here I again 
halted to further inform myself concern- 


land, aud have their origin in springs at t 
the foot of sand hills from three to four ! 
miles distant. 
T he third stream is but j 
little more than a mile in ler-glh, has no j 
clearly defined course, and is the outlet j 
of a small lake in a marsh to the south- j 
westward. 
T h e latitude of the lake in question is 
about 47 degrees. 
It height above the 
sea 1582 feet, and its distance from the 
Gulf of Mexico 3184 miles. 
Before concluding this article I wish 
to say in justification of my claim to 
have located the prim al reservoir or true 
source of the Mississippi— 
1. 
T h a t Lake Itasca can net longer be 
m aintained as the fountain head, for th e 
reason th a t it is the custom agreeably 
to the definition of geographers to fix 
upon the remotest water, and a Jake if 
possible, as the source of a river. 
2. 
T h a t Schoolcraft could not have 
seen the 
lake located by me, else lie 
w ould have pronounced it the source, 
placed it upon his map, anc! described it 
as such. 
3. 
Nicollet who followed Schoolcraft, 
could not have been aw are of its exis­ 
tence as he give it no place upon his 
maps, or description in the narrative of 
his expedition. 
4. 
Should the Goverment survey be 
able to establish that their Elk Lake is 
identical w ith my lake, 
then I claim 
the credit of locating 
ii as the true 
source by show ing that the outlet of 
Lake Alice debouches in the latter in ­ 
stead of Lake 
Itasca 
as erroneously 
shown on their land office maps. 
5. 
T h a t the lake know n as Pokegam a 
bv the Chippew as was not christened 
“ Glazier” by me or through my in stru ­ 
mentality, but was nam ed by my c o m ­ 
panions in opposition to my em phatic 
protest that it should retain its Indian 
appellation of Pokegama. 
W hatever the verdict may be, anti ir- 
ngurdle-3 of the name applied to it, if 
any person or persons bad seen the lake 
located as the source of the Mississippi, 
prior to 18&1, it was certainty not know n 
to the white inhabitantS^sjf N orthern 
Minnesota, or to the Indian tribes in the 
vicinity of its head w aters—Lake Itasca 
was still recognized as the fountain head, 
w as placed upon the maps and taug ht as 
such in all the schools of the country. 
I claim to have established the fact 
that there us a beautiful lake above and 
beyond Itasca, wider and deeper than 
that lake, with woodland shores, w ith I 
three constantly flowing stream s for its 
feeders, and in every way worthy of the J 
position it occupies as primal reservoir— | 
the true source of the fath er of w aters.

People may call the lake by what­ 
ever name they 
choose, 
‘‘Elk j 
Lake,” “ Pobegema Lake" or “ Lake i 
Glazier,” the fact still 
remains I 
that the lake is there and that it 
is connected with Itasca with a 
well defined stream of water wide 
enough and deep enough to float a 
canoe, and that Glazier was the 
first to inform the world of this 
fact, aud should, in the opinion of 
the Dispatch, be given whatever 
credit and honor there is in the 
discovery.

THROUGH THE CHIPPEWA COUETRY. 


A careful study of the route to Leech 
Lake, with a few valuable suggestions 
from W arren Leland, one of the oldest 
residents of Brainerd, led us to seek con- 
ve\ance 
the former place over w nat is 
know n in N orthern 
Minnesota as the 
Government road. 
W hile at the Leech 
Lake Agency we obtained m uch v a lu a ­ 
ble information concerning the peculiar 
characteristics of th e Indian# on the 
Chippew a Reservation. 
At tins place it 
was our good fortune to meet the Post 
Missionary, Rev. Edwin Benedict— M a­ 
jor C. A 
Ruffce, the indian A gen t— 
Paul Beaulieu, the veteran governm ent 
interpreter -F la t Mouth, head chief of 
the C hippew as-- W bite Cloud, chief of 
the Mississippi's, and several others well J 
know n at the Agency. 
T hrough con- j 
ven ation w ith theso parties I learned I 
that the pioneers of that region were c f | 
the opinion th at the lake 
located 
by 
Schoolcraft was the source of the Mre- 
sresippi, 
but 
the Indians invariably 
claimed that th e great river had its orig­ 
in in a beautiful lake a i ove and beyond 
Itasca. 
Paul Beaulieu, who is perhaps 
the best authority in Mn.ncsota, having 
lived for more than sixty years w ithin 
its borders, said in substance, th at Che- 
no-wa-ge-sic, the most intelligent Chip­ 
pewa of his acquaintance had made the 
lta-ca region his home for many years, 
and th at he had alway* asserta! when 
maps were shown him, that a lake above 
Itasca would in tim e change a feature af 
these maps, and contirm Ins statem ent 
that Lake Itasca could not longer main- 
ti) u its claim as being the fountain head 
od 
Kec-chee-see-be, 
or threat River, 
w itch is called or named Ma-sec-see-be, 
by the Chippewas. 
T hree d a \s were-spent at Leech Lake 
d u rin g w hich time we secured an in ter­ 
preter, Indian guide, and birch bark 
canoes. 
E verything being in order we 
launched our canoes on the morning of 
July seventeenth. 
W ishing as previous­ 
ly explained, to approach Itasca by a 
different route from that employed by 
Schoolcraft and Nicollet who w ent up 
the Mississippi from Lake W mm begos- 
hisb, I crossed Leech Lake, and ascend­ 
ed the K abek an ka river, thence in a 
direct westerly course through tw enty 
one lakes, alternated by as m any p o r­ 
tages, reaching Itasca between two and 
three o'clock on the afternoon of the 
tw enty-first. 
T he region traversed, we 
are told, had never before been trodden 
by w hite men, and considering the n a ­ 
ture of the country it is not to be w on­ 
dered a t—as swamps, floating bogs, and 
dense 
undergrow th were encountered 
throughout the entire journey. 


LAKE ITASCA. 


P u ttin g our canoes into Itasca, we 
floated 
down 
to 
Schoolcraft 
Island. 
The greater share of the afternoon was 
spent in coasting Itasca for its feeders, 
and in such observations -as would serve 
our purpose in a description of the lake 
aud its environs. 
D etermined upon a 
thorough exploration of the adjacent re­ 
gion on the following m orning, and in 
anticipation of seeing the beautiful lake 
so often described by my chief guide, 
Chenowagesic, we retired to our tents 
soon after sunset on the evening o f July 
twenty-first. 
W e were up and doing at an early 
hour on the morning of the tw enty 
second. 
The w ork of coasting Itasca 
for its feeders was resumed. 
W e found 
the outlets of six small streams, two 
having well defined mouths, and four 
filtering into the lake th ro u g h bogs. 
The upper end of the southwestern arm 
of Itasca is heavily m argined w ith reeds 
and rushes, and it was not w ith o u t con­ 
siderable difficulty that we forced our 
way through flus barrier 
into 
the 
larger of 
the 
two 
open 
streams 
which enter at this point. 
This stream 
at its m outh is seven feet w idei and 
about three feet deep. 
Sloy and sinuous progress Gf two hun- 
I tired yards brought us t0 a blockade of 
and shallow water. 
D eterm ined to 
float in my canoe upon th e surface of the 
lake toward which we were paddling, I 
directed the guides to remove the ob­ 
structions, a nd continued to urge th** 
canoes rapidly forward although opposed 
by a stroug and constantly increasing 
cn.Trent. 
On pulling and pushing our 
way through a nel-w ork of rushes sim ­ 
ilar lo th at encountered on 
leaving 
Itasca, the cheering sight of a transpar­ 
ent body of w ater burst upon our view.

Dairy Com rn I Mintier Rice N i l About the Effect 
of the Oleomargarine Law—Hors 
Protect irs 
Lsglalstlos Needed. 


The first biennial rep o it of S ta te Dairy 
Com m issioner Rice has been filed with the 
governor. 
The u ain points of the re p o rt 
are contained it, the following a b stra c t: 
Peculiar 
difficulties

chem ist who had analyzed a specimen of 
the com pound a t which the p ro h ib ito ry 
en ac tm e n t was aimed. There was not, so 
far as I have learned, a physician who had 
studied the effects upon the public health. 
N ot one lawyer had looked up the a u th o r i­ 
ties in their bearings upon the new ques­ 
tio n s which the a ct awakened, an d no judge 
had formed an opinion as to the jurisdic 
tion a n d c o n stitu tio n a lity of the act. The 
evidences of 
a scientific n a tu re 
which 
moved the legislature in the passage of the 
bill were altogether foreign to o u r state. 
There was a wide spread belief am ong the 
farm ers of M innesota shared 
by 
those 
whose relations to the agricultural in ter­ 
ests had directed their a tte n tio n to the 
m atter, t h a t there was a gigantic fraud be­ 
ing p erpetrated upon the producers and 
consum ers of dairy p ro d u cts—a fraud b ear­ 
ing heavily n o to n ly upon thefinancial in te r­ 
ests of the state, but also upon those of t he 
public health And m orals. 
Investigation 
m ade by those who were aroused revealed 
the fact t h a t n o t less th a n four million 
pounds of these fraudulent products, co st­ 
ing the people $500,000, were sold within 
th es ta te d u ri.:g the winter of 1885-86. TI*is 
a m o u n t of money was levied as a tax up­ 
on the d airy interests of the state, which 
were co m p arativ ely new 
an d unable to 
b ear so heavy because so unjust a burden. 
The re p o rt then reviews th ee v en tu which 
followed the enactm en t of the law. with a 
h isto ry of the New York test case. The sec­ 
tion of the law relating to food for cattlo 
was found difficult to enforce, a n d In con­ 
nection with it the com m issioner m akes the 
followina recom m endation: 
T h a t section 2 of the l a w be am ended so 
t h a t the feeding of brewers’ grains to cows 
k ept to supply the city m ark e ts with milk 
shall be prohibited. 
In the m a tte r of the a d u lte ra tio n of milk 
the comm issioner found t h a t it is a lm o st 
universal. 
The law now requires milk to 
co ntain 3 per cent, of fats. 
F ro m testing 
the milk of tw enty-one herds it win found 
] t h a t 
the 
lowest 
percentage 
was 
3% 
per cent, and the highest 4 ^ per cent. 
The com m issioner recommends raising the 
s ta n d a r d to 3)* per cent, of fa ts to IOO 
p o unds of milk, on the ground t h a t such a 
s ta n d a r d is ms low as is consistent with 
the public health. 
After reviewing the liti­ 
g ation under the Iawz an d the necessity of 
a com m on law in various s ta te s the re p o rt 
concludes with the following recom m enda­ 
tions: 
T h a t the comm isrtoner be authorized to 
seize an d confiscate an y prohibited article 
t h a t is offered for butter. 
Also, t h a t the 
com m issioner be made a inemlier of the 
♦tate b o ard of health, with special pow er 
to a c t under the law reluting to the c o n ta ­ 
gious disease* of cattie.

A committee of women made similar 
inquiries regarding the girl, and were 
very particular in examining whether 
si ie had ever flirted unwisely or other­ 
wise misconduct ed herself. That the 
young couple had not sufficient means 
to marry upon was not considered in it­ 
self an insuperable bar, for the socie­ 
ty, not having the fear of Malthus be-

falling off of 29,000 burhel# from last 
year. 
In the past ten years, including 
the crop of 1885- 86, there have been 
raised 21,020,000 bushels of peanuts 
in the three states. The estimated 
value of a Tennessee crop in a good 
year is about $700,000. 
Rhubarb, th at most gross of all 
greedy feeders, can be readily made to 
grow of enormous size by digging in 
around the plants as much rich 1oq<1 
as the spade can cover, and then pil­ 
ing on the surface a coat of the same 
to remain over winter. No danger of 
surfeiting this plant; it always takes 
what you give it and mutely asks for 
more. 
Its useiullness consists in large 
stems and a crisp, brittle texture— 
such being alway- more* palatable, of 
milder flavor and possibly less acid 
than stalks grown on half-starved 
plants. 
Professor Arnold in commenting on 
the quality of the dairy cattle at the 
great Boston 
fair, says th at every 
breed has been improved in America, 
and th a t home-raised stock is better 
in quality than imported. The Hol­ 
steins are hardier and bulkier, and 
give more and richer milk than their 
ancestors. The Ayrshire# have larger 
udders and teats, and their frames 
are larger and better muscled, and 
they have crown more placid. 
The 
Jerseys are more growthv and tough­ 
er twpi better milkers, and the Guern­ 
sey# with smaller opportunity, are 
already improving. These last need 
little more improvement to become 
the best dairy cows of any.

How to Broil Strait. 
The act of broiling steak is of more 
vital importance to many of us than 
painting flowers, yet it one-quarter of 
the time devoted to artistic decora­ 
tion were given to the homelier science, 
the head of tile house, the one who is 
only allowed to pay the bills, would 
not have cause to make so many odi­ 
ous comparisons between the home 
cooked steaks aud the one he gets “in 
the Astor House,” for instance. It is 
easy enough to cook a steak well, but 
it is hot work. The lire must be 
bright, the steak thick a n i the grid­ 
iron hot. lf you like the steak very 
rare, eight minutes will suffice, but if 
you prefer it well done, it will take ten 
minutes. The steak must be turned 
constantly, and it. must not be allow­ 
ed to burn. 
Have the platter hot, on 
which y’ou put the ste a k a-- soon as it 
is cooked; sprinkle a little salt over 
the meat and serve immediately. The 
steak will be tender and juicy, as none 
of the gravy has been allowed to run 
out. Some cooks broil a steak for 
about five minutes, then put ic in a 
hot oven closely covered; tin* gravy is 
ail on the dish when it i.t ready to be 
served, but the steak is apt to be a 
little leathery. Try both ways, but I 
think you will adopt the former 
method.

Biked Bean* Without Pork. 
As pork is distasteful to many per­ 
sons, here is Miss Parloa’s recipe for 
baked beans without it: Pick one 
quart of beans free from stones and 
dirt; wash and then soak them in cold 
water over night. Iii the morning 
pour off the water; cover with hot 
water; put two pounds of corned beef 
with them and boil until they begin 
to split open. Tile time depends up­ 
on the age of the beans. It will be 
lrom thirty to sixty minutes. Turn 
them into the colander and pour over 
them two or three quarts of cold wa­ 
ter. Put about half the beans into a 
deep earthen pot, then put in the beef 
and cover with the remainder of the 
beans. Mix one teaspoonful of mus­ 
tard and one tablespoonful of molas­ 
ses with a little water. Pour this over 
the beans and fill up with boiling w’a- 
ter to the brim, or to cover them en­ 
tirely. Bake for two hoiws slowly. 
Add more water if they get too dry,or 
as tile first cooks away. You can use 
the same direction, omitting the beef, 
but putting a little butter in the bak­ 
ing pot towards the last of this pro­ 
jection, or you can put in one pound 
of pork, treated according to direc­ 
tion for the corned beef.

the shabby condition of the latter 
often causes bitter tears. He is prom ­ 
ised great things when he shall become 
a man; blit when he looks around and 
takes an inventory of neighbor’s prop­ 
erty, he learns th at all they* have has 
been eat nod and accumulated since 
they left the home of their parents. 
He should be given such encourage­ 
ment as will make the farm pleasant. 
The old, old practice of giving him a 
pig or a calf or a colt, which was nev 
er known to grow* into his hog or cow 
or horse, 
discourages an 
aspiring 
youth. Moreover, compelled to work 
day’ after day’, veal* after year, and in 
all kin is of weather, without knowing 
one day’ what is to be done the next, 
he cannot be expected to take very’ 
much interest in his work. 
“ If he were consulted about crops, 
stock and buildings, and also about 
sales and purchases,his interest would 
be awakened by’ the responsibility 
which he would begin to feel. I have 
seen this fact verified many times. 
The entertainments usually provided 
for young people in the country’ are 
generally quite limited and often of an 
inferior kind. Tile lyceums and read­ 
ing clubs are formed wholly of young 
people, and hence are unable to co 
much beyond their own experience. If 
parents would help the young people 
in such things, these gatherings would 
insute such growth as would enable 
young people to see the bright side of 
country life as wadi as the dark, and 
the dark side of city life as well as the 
bright. Make farm life pleasant for 
the boy’s, throwing around them the 
best opportunities of even a country 
school education, and they will, with 
the advantage of their robust frames, 
enable us to emphasize the fact that 
they are ‘leaders of thought.' ”

be a t his disposal. I traversed the 
-ame road winch he took when he 
marched his 500,000 men to an ex-

t<*l victory that proved to be the 
most melancholy defeat recorded on 
the pages of history. The immense 
treasures of the museums in the Krem­ 
lin has been removed and the sullen 
Muscovites 
applied 
the 
torch 
to 
their 
own 
devoted 
homes. 
The 
sequel is very' 
well known. 
Moscow has been rebuilt, and its 
treasures and relics have been return­ 
ed. supplemented by the emperor’s 
cannons and flag# and numerous tro­ 
phies taken from the fleeing invaders. 
To enumerate the wonders of those 
Kremlin museums is impossible. To 
describe any of them is to select one 
jeweled crown out of many, one dia­ 
mond out 
of millions. Silver and 
gold, malachite, lapis, lazuli, jasper, 
rubies, diamonds and saphires are not 
only worked into crowns, and thrones 
and vestments in almost endless pro­ 
fusion, but they are even formed into 
furniture and make fireplaces, walls 
and ceilings. Just there is the tocsin 
bell 
which 
sounded 
the 
sig­ 
nal 
for 
applying 
the 
torch 
to 
the city. Here are the red stairs 
upon which Napoleon ascended to 
the throneof the Komoloff kings. There 
is the sword with which tile Terrible 
Ivan beheaded his own sons. Here 
the furs that once enveloped the form 
of Catherine the Noble. And here, 
again, are tools with which Peter the 
Great worked when he builded ships 
and empires—for it was his knowledge 
of the*wants of his people th at gave 
them the mighty impulse which yTeb 
jars two continents. 
Then we were shown through the 
great throne room, the silver rooms, 
the gold rooms, the pink rooms, the 
white rooms, the blue rooms the jasper 
room#, and the crystal rooms, and 
then we wound up intricate staircases 
tc the secret trial room—still higher, 
to the dungeon and execution rooms, 
where voices were stilled without re­ 
morse and where cries could not be 
heard by sympathizing friends. 
This lar famed bell exceeded my 
school-day expectation as to size, 
and not to mislead in speaking of it, 
I tried my measuring tape around it. 
It a t first hung—if ever it was hung— 
on a low wooden frame within the 
Kremlin walls. The frame was acci­ 
dentally’ burned, and when the bell 
fell to the ground, a piece seven feet 
high was broken from its disk. I was 
not there when the event oocured, but 
I venture the assertion th at th a t 
bell, with a downward orifice of twen- 
ty-six feet diameter, was not buried 
ir. the ground, as historians record 
was the case. The bell measured sev­ 
enty-eight feet in circumference, and 
is, I think, about twenty feet high. I 
am aware th at cy’clopedists give the 
measurement at sixty feet in diameter 
and nineteen feet three inches as the 
height. Against this I simply set my 
own measurement. The iron clapper 
is about nine feet long, and is said to 
weigh forty poods or 1,600 pounds.

THROUGH THE CHIPPEWA COUHTRY. 


A careful study of the route to Leech ; 
Lake, with a few valuable suggestions 
1 from Warren Leland, o n e o f the oldest ! 
| residents of Brainerd, led us to seek con- j 
j veyance t^ the former place over wnat is 
known in Northern 
Minnesota as the 
j Government road. 
While at the Leech j 
i Lake Agency we obtained much valua- • 
I hie information concerning the peculiar j 
characteristics of the Indian* on the J 
I Chippewa Reservation. 
At this place it ! 
i was our good fortune to meet the Post 
Missionary, Rev. Edwin Benedict—Ma- 
I jor C. A. fluffee, the Indian A gent— 
j Paul Beaulieu, the veletan government 
interpreter - Flat Mouth, head chief of 
j the Chippewas--W htte Cloud, chief of 
the Mississippi’s, and several others well 
known at the Agency. Through con­ 
versation with theso parties 1 learned 
that the pioneers of that region were c f 
the opinion that the lafcc 
located by 
Schoolcraft was the source of the Mis­ 
sissippi, 
but 
the Indians invariably 
claimed that the great rirer had its orig­ 
in in a beautiful lake aiovc and heyoDd 
Itasca. 
Paul Beaulieu, who is perhaps 
the best authority in Minnesota, having 
lived for more than sixty years within 
its borders, said in substance, that Che- 
no-wa-ge-sic, the most intelligent Chip­ 
pewa of his acquaintance had made the 
lta*ca region his home for many years, 
and that he had always asserted when 
maps were shown him, that a lake above 
Itasca would in time change a feature »f 
these maps, and confirm his statement 
that Lake Itasca could not longer m ain­ 
tain its claim as being the fountain head 
of 
Kee-chee-see-be, 
or Great River, 
which is called or named Ma-sec-see-be, 
by the Chippewas. 
Three days were spent at Leech Lake 
during which time we secured an inter­ 
preter, Indian guide, and birch bark 
canoes. 
Everything being in order we j 
launched our canoes on the morning of 
July seventeenth. 
Wishing as previous­ 
ly explained, to approach Itasca by a j 
different route from that employed by j 
Schoolcraft and Nicollet who went up 
the Mississippi from Lake Winmbegos- 
hisb, I crossed Leech Lake, and ascend­ 
ed the Kabckanka river, thence in a 
direct westerly course through twenty 
one lakes, alternated by as many por­ 
tages, reaching Itasca between two and 
three o’clock on the afternoon of the 
twenty-first. 
The region traversed, we 
are told, had never before been trodden 
by white men, and considering the na­ 
ture of the country it is not to be won­ 
dered a t—as swamps, floating bogs, and 
dense 
undergrowth were encountered 
throughout the entire journey. 


LAKE ITASCA. 


Putting our canoes into Itasca, we 
floated 
down to 
Schoolcraft 
Island. 
The greater share of the afternoon was 
spent in coasting Itasca for u& feeders, 
and in such observations as would serve 
our purpose in a description of the lake 
aud its environs. 
Determined upon a 
thorough exploration of the adjacent re­ 
gion on the following morning, and in 
anticipation of seeing the beautiful lake 
so often described by my chief guide, 
Chenowagesic, we retired to our tents 
soon after sunset on the evening of July 
twenty-first. 
We* were up and doing at an early 
hour on the morning of the twenty 
second. 
The work of coasting Itasca 
for its feeders was resumed. 
W e found 
the outlets of six small streams, two 
having well defined mouths, and four 
filtering into the lake through bogs. 
The upper end of the southwestern arm 
of Itasca is heavily margined with reeds 
and rushes, and it 
not w ithout con­ 
siderable difficulty that we forced our 
way through flus barrier

THE PRIMAL llESEUVIOR. 


This lake, the Chippewas name of 
which is Po-keg-a-m a, is abont two 
miles m its greatest diameter, and would 
be nearly an oval in form, but for a sin­ 
gle promoutory which extends its shores 
into the lake so far as to give it in o u t­ 
line the appearance of a heart.

ers are three small creeks, two of which

GENERAL NEWS NOTES. 


THE HIDDOCK Vl'RDER. 


European governments, with theii 
annual budget deficiencies of millions, 
look with unfeigned amazement at 
our country, where we have about 
$100,000,000 more than the govern 
ment can well use every year, and out 
own people are no less amazed that 
this large surplus is taken from their 
pockets by rulers who do not seem to 
be aware th a t the levying of taxes 
beyond the legitimate expenses of car 
rying on the government, is a species 
of extortion. 


General Badeau is writing a series 
of papers on Gen. Grant with whon 
he traveled a great deal in Europe. 
He says, what has been often stated, 
that Gen. Grant was utterly deaf to 
music, cared nothing for it and nevei 
knew one tune from another. 
In re­ 
gard to painting and sculpture he wat 
equally indifferent. 
He was blind, al 
ways, to the beauties of art, and pok 
ed fun a t Badeau when he wranted a 
second view of the “Last Judgment” 
of Michael Angelo. 


Miss Elizabeth King, of Toronto, 
set an admirable example to other 
elderly maiden ladies when she be­ 
queathed her fortune of one hundred 
thou-and dollars to two young lovers 
on condition th a t they should be m ar­ 
ried immmediately after her death. 
There was an element of eccentricity 
of a most amiable kind. 
Having ex­ 
perienced the disadvantage of a lonely 
life herself, she was resolved th at two 
persons, at least, should profit by' her 
mistake of misfortune, whichever it 
may have been, instead of repeating it. 


The recommendation of the secre­ 
tary of war, approved by the presi 
dent, th a t congress provide by legisla­ 
tion for examinations as a condition 
to promotion in the army, is not ap­ 
proved by army officers, and is not 
favorably regarded by congress. 
01 
the 2,100 officers of the army, more 
than one-half entered the service from 
civil life, after service in the volunteers, 
and a large number of these officers 
are still holding the grade of a cap­ 
tain. To require these officers to p ass 
a technical examination in general 
scholarship whenever they shall come 
up for promotion isTooked upon as a 
useless hardship. 


The 
senate and house conference , 
committees on the Cullomand Reagan 
interstate commerce bills have come 
to an agreement and reported a sub­ 
stitute measure. This measure will 
retain the feature of the Collum bill 
which provided for the establishment 
ot a commission to deal with com­ 
plaints against railroads,though ship­ 
p ers will be allowed to prosecute suits 
for damages in the coiuts on their 
own behalf. On the long and short 
haul question a compromise has been 
agreed on. 
The provision adopted 
makes it unlawful for any railroad to j 
charge more under substantially simi­ 
lar conditions for transportation for 
a shorter than a longer distance over 
the same line and in the same direc­ 
tion, the shorter being included with­ 
in the longer distance. The commis­ 
sion, however, is authorized to relieve 
the railroads from the operation of 
this provision in spe ial cases, but on­ 
ly after investigation. Upon the quea- 
tion of prohibiting pools, the Senate 
conferred s have yielded to the House 
committee and astringent prohibitory 
clause has been adopted. 
Upon the 
question of publicity of rates a substi­ 
tute lias been agreed upon which re­ 
quires the railroads to display' in ev­ 
ery depot the rates established be­ 
tween points on their lines and to file 
w ith the commission copies of all joint 
tariffs or through rates to which they 
m ay be parties.

She leaves a daughter 
ivirig, who resides in Austin, Tex., and 
who is in her ninety-sixth year.

many grandchildren here, some ol them 
jearlv seventy years of age.

Home for M innesota Soldiers. 
A meeting of ex-soldiers and the state 
committee of the G. A . R. was held a t 
Minneapolis to consider the proposed bill 
for the establishm ent of a soldier's home 
in Minnesota, and w hat is designated as 
the 
burial 
bill. 
Delegates 
were 
present 
from 
v a'iou s 
p arts 
of 
the sta te and the m atter was fully dis­ 
cussed. The following motion, offered by 
Col. Hicks, was adopted: 
' T h a t we desire and ask for a soldiers’ 
home and for tem porary relief, and th a t 
a subcom mittee be appointed to draft a 
bill and subm it the same to a future meet­ 
ing of the whole committee. 
Subseuuently the meeting recommended 
th a t the following provisions be embraced 
in the bill: 
T h a t the name shall be the Minnesota 
Soldiers' Home; the governor to appoint a 
commission to select a location for the 
home within th irty days after the passage 
of the act; the commission to report its 
selection on or before June, 1887; such se­ 
lection to include features such as eleva­ 
tors, sewerage, drainage, water, facilities of 
access, and quality of and price of Innd; 
the commissioners to serve w ithout pay 
and tie authorized to receive donations 
of money, personal property or lands of­ 
fered for the home, h ut such donations 
shall n ot alone determine the location; 
the governorto appointseven trustees, not 
more th an four of whom shall belong to 
the sam e political party, and serve as fol­ 
lows: 
F irst three for two years, tw o for 
four yeais and tw o for six years,and after 
th a t to be elected for six years each; the 
governor to fill unexpired terms and a p ­ 
pointm ents after the first board, to be con­ 
firmed by the senate.

Center, 
Alexandria and Brainerd. 
After the a d ­ 
vantages of each place were thoroughly 
investigated and considered by the board, 
the commission with one exception was 
unanimously in favor of the place selected. 
One member of the commission, F. 8. Chris­ 
tianson of Rush City, held o ut to the last 
for Alexandria. 
The land chosen lies 
a little north of 
Fergus Falls, a small section of it lying in 
the city limits. 
It embraces 916 acres, 
having a frontage of ab ou t one mile on the 
city. 
It is adjoining the O tter Tail county 
poor farm, and embraces what is known 
as the old country poor fnrm. 
The entire 
tra c t ol land will cost $31,440, or about 
$31 an acre. 
Contracts were required from 
the owners of property th a t the sale would 
be 
made 
on 
the term s 
represented, 
in selecting Fergus Falls the commission 
was largely influenced 
by the following 
considerations: 
First, an asylum a t F er­ 
gus Falls wtill accom m odate the n o rth ­ 
western p a rt of the sta te as well as the lied 
river valley. 
Second, the commission re­ 
garded Fergus Falls as a growing town, 
which will in a few year hence, become a 
large 
and 
thriving 
city. 
T h irl,

probable 
th a t 
a 
fourth 
insane 
asylum 
will 
be 
required 
in

few 
years, and the best location for an in­ 
stitution of the kind is, according to ex- 
j perience, near a large city. 
The nearest 
rs. j asylum to St. P au l and Minneapolis at 
present ib 100 miles d istan t, while these 
tw o cities furnish three-forths of the in­ 
sane subjects. 
I t is believed by the com­ 
mission t h a t the next asylum should be 
located near the two cities, and hence Fer­ 
gus Falls was thought to l«e the fittest lo­ 
cation for the present institution.

Dairy Com m issioner Rice Telia About th e Effect 
o f th e O leom argarine Law—More 
Protective 
L egislation Needed. 
The first biennial repott of S tate Dairy 
Commissioner Rice has been filed with th e 
governor. The u uin points of the r e p o r t 
are contained ir, the following abstract: 
Peculiar 
difficulties 
attended 
the 
enforcement 
of 
the dairy law. 
The 
subject 
of 
the 
legislation 
was 
but 
little understood. 
There 
was n ot 
a 
chemist who had analyzed a specimen of 
j tho compound a t which the prohibitory 
enactm ent was aimed. There was not, so 
far as I have learned, a physician who had 
studied the effects upon the public health. 
N ot one lawyer had looked up the a u th o ri­ 
ties in their bearings upon tne new ques­ 
tions which the act a wakened, and no judge 
had formed an opinion as to the juriedic 
tion and constitutionality of the act. The 
evidences of a scientific nature 
which 
moved the legislature in the passage of the 
bill were altogether foreign to our state. 
There was a wide spread belief among the 
farmers of Minnesota shared 
by 
those 
whose relations to the agricultural inter­ 
ests had directed their attentio n to the 
m atter, th a t there was a gigantic fraud be­ 
ing perpetrated upon tho producers and 
consumers of dairy products—a fraud bear­ 
ing heavily not only upon the financial inter­ 
ests of the state, but also upon those of the 
public health and morals. 
Investigation 
made by those who were aroused revealed 
the fact th a t not less th an four million 
pounds of these fraudulent products, cost­ 
ing the people $500,000, were sold wit hin 
th e s ta te d u ri.’g the winter of 1885-86. This 
am o u n t of money was levied as a tax up­ 
on the dairy interests of the state, which 
were com paratively new 
and unable to 
bear so heavy because so unjust a burden. 
The report then reviews the#;vent« which 
followed the enactm ent of the law, with a 
history of the New York test case. The sec­ 
tion of the law relating to food for cuttle 
was found difficult to enforce, and In con­ 
nection with it the commissioner makes the 
followina recommendation: 
T hat section 2 of the l a w be amended so 
t h a t the feeding of brewers’ grains to cows 
kept to supply the city m arkets with milk 
shall be prohibited. 
In the m atter of the ad ulteration of milk 
the commissioner found th a t it is alm ost 
universal. The la w now requires milk to 
contain 3 per cent, of fats. 
From testing 
the milk of twenty-one herds it wne found 
t h a t 
the 
lowest 
percentage was 
3% 
per cent, and the highest 4^ per cent. 
The co’minissioner r commends raising the 
stan d ard to 3)«i per cent, of fats to 100 
pounds of milk, on the ground th a t such a 
stan d a rd is as low as is consistent with 
the public health. 
After reviewing the liti­ 
gation under the law* and the necessity of 
a common la w in various states the report 
concludes with the following recom menda­ 
tions: 
T h a t the commiseioner 1* authorized to 
seize and confiscate any prohibited article 
t h a t is offered for butter. 
Also, th a t the 
commissioner 1* made a member of the 
»tate board of health, with special power 
lo act under the law relating to the c o n ta ­ 
gious diseases of cattle.

T h e D iet ot C o n su m p tiv es. 
The diet of consumptive patients 
should be ample, and should contain 
a larger portion of the respiratory 
constituents of food than is required 
in health. The appetite of consump­ 
tive patients is very capricious, and 
daily grows more so if it be not 
sharpened by exercise 
When the 
food taken is not applied to the pur­ 
poses of nutrition, it is better left un­ 
tasted; for otherwise it lies undigested 
in the alimentary canal, and sets up 
a serious train of dyspeptic symtoms, 
nausea and diarrhea. 
Kind friends 
olten, with the most provoking good 
nature, thrust upon the consumptive 
relays of the most improper food, be­ 
cause the necessity for nourishment is 
*o obvious. 
But the fact is th at when 
the lungs are acting, indifferently di­ 
gestion can not go on actively, since, 
as Arbuthnot well observed, respira­ 
tion is “the second digestion.” Hence 
the quantity of food taken by con­ 
sumptive poisons should be small at 
each meal; but the meals may, if the 
sensations of the patient require it, be 
more frequent than in health. Of 
animal food, mutton is the best. F a t­ 
ty and oily foods, which constitute 
the respiratory class, should predom­ 
inate, and fresh butter with bread 
may be taken almost adlibitum, so 
long as it agrees with the stomach. 
Cream, too, is excellent, and the luxu­ 
ry of curds and cream are very suita­ 
ble. Milk, whenever it suits, is advis­ 
able as a constant drink food, and 
good cows’ milk, new', answers every 
purpose. There are, as far as I can 
gather front numerous cases in which 
I have seen them tried, no such spe i- 
fic virtues in asses' milk and goats’ 
milk as some have supposed. Tea 
may be taken in moderation with per­ 
fect safety. 
Fresh vegetable diets 
should not be omitted; and fruits, 
especially roasted apples, are always 
admissible, except in instances where 
they excite irregular action of the 
bowels. The Iceland moss has had a 
great reputation, as have jellies of 
different kinds, but these often are 
slow in digestion, and they have 110 
specific value.

Some of the certificates are 
still in existence, and frequently bear 
the signature of thirty or more wit­ 
nesses. Still, the validity of the cere­ 
mony was constantly denied. The le­ 
gality of these marriages was set at 
rest forever in 1002 by a case tried at 
Nottingham.—London Society.

Then she passed from the lower con­ 
ception of a church saved out of the 
world, to the higher conception of al 
world to be saved through the ministry} 
of the church, a natural year to be 
transformed by the reverent devotion 
and wholesome piety into the Chrisi 
tian year, a redeeming life as an aton­ 
ing death of Christ, to be preserved in 
living remembrance by the perpet ual 
commemoration of its chief events. 
Then it was that, opening her heart 
to the humanity of religion, she began 
to draw near to humanity of Je s u s, 
and to seek with eager interest for thei 
day of his b.rth, th at she might make 
it holy. 
But what clew was there to direct 
the search’ What reason could bq 
given for choosing one day rather 
than anoth-r for the Christmas festi­ 
val?

Oral tradition, we may 
be sure, was equally r*-tic*-nt or indif­ 
ferent. There were, indeed, a few scat­

suggestions 
of the date of 
Christ’s birt h floating here and there 
among the writings of the fathers, 
but these were all of late origin, man­ 
ifestly unhistorical, and above all 
quite contradictory. Clement of Alex­ 
andria said the many Christians re­ 
garded thg 20;.h of May as the day of 
the nativity, oTiers preferred 
the 
20th of April, but he favored the 19th 
of November. 
Ii the eastern church 
the 5th or 6th of January was cele­ 
brated as the cate of Christ's bap­ 
tism, and nativity was joined with 
this on no better ground than a forced 
interpretation of Ezekiel, i. 1-3 as a 
prophecy of th - incarnation. Others 
again h k . - d the 2 1 m of March as the 
day of Christ’s birth. 
Between such 
varying and slightly-supported as­ 
sumption?-. there was little to choose. 
A historical date was clearly out of 
question. 
Nothing was left for the 
church to do but to select some day 
on grounds of convenience and sym­ 
bolic significance4, and 
celebrate iti 
by 
common consent as Christmaa 
Day. 
It would take too ong for me to 
twice the many re tsoire which led tq 
the choice of the 25th o r December. It* 
was doub les- connected by a process 
of dedu< ion ui’h the day which ha^ 
already been genere ily t cepted asthq 
common date of the Annunciation 
and the creation of the world. As­ 
suming that the world was made in 
the .Spring, bet aise it was commanded 
to bring forth grass and herbs, and 
that it was made when light and 
darkness were equally divided, 
be- 
cau-e ‘the evening and the morning 
were the first day,” it wan natural, 
though somewhat naive, to fix upon 
the vernal equinox according to the 
Julian calendar, March 25) as the ex­ 
act day of trie creation. 
He who 
could question the value 
of such 
a straightforward and scriptural ar­ 
gument as this must have had more 
logic 
and 
less 
piety 
than 
be­ 
longed to the early Christians. And 
once having been discovered by this 
ea-?y method the very day on which 
the world came into being and the 
glorious light -prang out of darkness, 
what more simple than to assume 
tha': it was the ramedav on which the 
power of the Almighty and over-shad­ 
owed Mar>. and the day-spring from on 
high began his entrance into the w orld? 
Nothing could be plainer. Even the 
lea-t imaginative of chronographers 
could reckon forward from this fixed 
point of the Assumption nine months, 
and arrive at December 25 as theday of 
the nativity. And here another won­ 
derful coincidence meets him. This is

Condensed Farm Note*. 
Cattle m ay be wintered well on cut 
straw and bran. 
Twenty-five pounds 
of straw cut in a fodder cutter and 
moistened with warm water and six 
or eight pounds of wheat or rye bran 
sprinkled over it will make a very 
good ration for each day and will 
keep store cattle in a» good condition 
as 25 pounds of hay would. 
It is bet­ 
ter to give the above ratio n in two 
feeds, with four or five pounds of hay 
or some roots m the middle of the 
day. 
The following des ribes the charac­ 
teristic points of excellence in any 
breed of hogs; 
Face short, fine and 
well dished; wide between eyes; ears 
fine and thin; neck short and thick: 
iowl large; shoulders broad and deep; 
back broad and straight; ribs well 
arched, making the legs broad and 
strong; hips good length; ham s thick, 
full and deep; coat, fine and soft; legs 
short, straight and strong. 
There are but three states in the 
Union, whose farmers pay any a tte n ­ 
tion to tlie rearing of peanuts—Ten­ 
nessee, Virginia and North Carolina. 
The crop for t his year is estim ated at: 
Virginia, 1,500,000 bushels; Tennes­ 
see, 
800,000 and N orth Carolina, 
160,000; total, 2,460,000 bushels, a 
falling off of 29,000 bushels from last 
year. 
In the past ten years, including 
the crop of 1885-'86, there have been 
raised 21,020,000 bushels of peanuts 
in the three states. The estim ated 
value of a Tennessee crop tn a good 
year is abo u t $700,000. 
Rhubarb, th a t m ost gross of all 
greedy feeders, can be readily made to 
grow of enormous size by digging in 
around the plants as much rich food 
as the spade can cover, and then pil­ 
ing on tFie surface a coat of the same 
to remain over winter. 
No danger of 
surfeiting this plant; it always takes 
w hat you give it and mutely asks for 
more. 
Its uselullness consists in large 
stems and a crisp, brittle texture— 
such being always more- palatable, of 
milder flavor and possibly lets acid 
th an stalks grown on half-starved 
plants. 


Professor Arnold in commenting on 
the quality of the dairy cattle a t the 
great Boston 
fair, says th a t every 
breed has been improved in America, 
and th a t home-raised stock is better 
in quality than imported. 
The IIol- 
steins are hardier and bulkier, and 
give more and richer milk th an their 
ancestors. The Ayrshire?* have larger 
udders and teats, and their frames 
are larger and better muscled, and 
they have grown more placid. 
The 
Jerseys are more growthy and tough­ 
er iMi<i better milkers, and the Gu**rn- 
s*-y4| with smaller opportunity, are 
already improving. 
Tliese last need 
little more im provem ent to become 
the best dairy cows of any.

An unbeaten raw egg, 
swallowed, will usually as quickly re­ 
tu rn and bring the offensive m a tte r 
with it.

How to Itroit Steak. 
The act of broiling steak is of more 
vital im portance to many of us than 
painting flowers, yet if one-quarter of 
the time devoted to .artistic decora­ 
tion were given to the homelier science, 
the head of the house, the one who is 
only allowed to pay the hills, would 
not have cause to make so m any odi­ 
ous comparisons between the home 
cooked steaks and the one he gets “ in 
the Astor House,” for instance, 
it is 
easy enough to cook a steak well, but 
it is hot work. The tire m ust be 
bright, the steak thick an 1 the grid­ 
iron hot. 
If you like the steak very 
rare, eight minutes will suffice, but if 
you prefer it well done, it will take ten 
minutes. The steak must be turned 
constantly, and it m ust not be allow­ 
ed to burn. 
Have the platter hot, on 
which you put the steak as soon as it 
is cooked; sprinkle a little salt over 
the meat and serve immediately. The 
steak will be tender and juicy, as none 
of theerravy has been allow ed to run 
out. 
Borne cooks broil a steak for 
ab ou t five minutes, then put it in a 
hot oven closely covered; tne gravy is 
ail on the dish when it is ready to be 
served, but the steak i- a p t to be a 
little leathery. 
Try both ways, but I 
think you will ad op t 
the 
former 
method. 


W inter D n l ln r o f <i t t l r , 
Writing on the winter care of cattle 
in the National Btaekman, J. II. Den­ 
ham, of Bejroont county, <)., says on 
the subject of feeding: The grain ra­ 
tions of cattle can be varied some­ 
what, owing to the quantity and 
quality allowed. Ordinarily one-half 
gallon of mixed corn and oats ground 
together or cornmeal un-1 wheat bran, 
or twice th a t am ount of ob meal or 
chopped ear corn, twice per day in 
two feeds, for 900-pound cattle, with 
hay or fodder, is a very good ration. 
One-third more grain should be given 
if straw is the only rough food. Calves 
will thrive and do well onshelled corn. 
One and one-haif pints, morning and 
evening, with good hay or fodder, is a 
liberal allowance. 
Never allow cattle to become poor 
or run down in condition in the a t ­ 
tem pt to economize feed; better sell 
p a rt and buy feed with the proceeds, 
which would be money to the owner 
in the end. O new ay to save feed is 
to diminish the need of it 
This can 
be done by keeping up the animal heat 
by shelter 
instead of f< ed. 
A s we 
once beard a farmer remark, “Corn is 
a ra th e r expensive material to use 
for weather-boarding.” Another way 
to economize is to fe**d corn fodder, 
straw or other rough feed th a t can­ 
not be housed, in early winter, before 
it is greatly damaged by the weather. 
Where farmers carefully save and 
all their straw, raise drilled corn for 
fodder and cut all their fodder and 
feed in stables, the poblern of “econo­ 
mic wintering” will be alm ost solved.

Baked Bean* W ithout Pork. 
As pork is distasteful to m any per­ 
sons, here is Miss P a rlo a ’s recipe for 
baked beans w ithout it: 
Pick one 
q u a rt of beans free from stones and 
dirt; wash and then soak them in cold 
w ater over night. 
In the morning 
pour off the water; cover with hot 
water; put two pounds of corned beef 
with them and boil until they begin 
to split open. The time depends up­ 
on the age of the beans. 
It will be 
irom th irty to sixty minutes. 
Turn 
them into the colander and pour over 
them two or three q u a rts of cold wa­ 
ter. 
P u t abo u t half the beans into a 
deep earthen pot, then put in the beef 
and cover with the remainder of the 
beans. 
Mix one teaspoonful of m us­ 
ta rd and one tablespoonful of molas­ 
ses with a little water. 
P o u r this over 
the beans and fill up with boiling wa­ 
ter to the brim, or to cover them en­ 
tirely. 
Bake lor two hours slowly. 
Add more water if they get to o dry,or 
as the first cooks away. 
You can use 
the same direction, omitting the beef, 
but putting a little bu tter m the b a k ­ 
ing pot tow ards the last of this p ro ­ 
jection, or you can pu t in one pound 
of pork, treated according to direc­ 
tion for the corned beef.

He should be given such encourage­ 
ment as will make the farm pleasant. 
The old, old practice of giving him a 
pig or a calf or a colt, which was nev 
er known to grow into his hog or cow 
or horse, 
discourages an 
aspiring 
youth. 
Moreover, compelled to work 
day after day, vear after year, and in 
all kinds of weather, without knowing 
one day w hat is to be done the next, 
he cannot be expected to take very 
much interest in his work. 
“ If he were consulted about crops, 
stock and buildings, and also about 
sales and purchases.his interest would 
be awakened by the responsibility 
which lie would begin to feel. 
I have 
seen this fact verified many times. 
The entertainm ents usually provided 
for young people in the country are 
generally quite limited and often of an 
inferior kind. The lyceums and read­ 
ing clubs are formed wholly of young 
people, and hence are unable to go 
much beyond their own experience. If 
parents would help the young people 
in such things, these gatherings would 
insure such growth .as would enable 
young people to see the bright side of 
country life as well as the dark, and 
the dark side of city life as well as the 
bright. Make farm life pleasant for 
the boys, throwing around them the

have

seen 
Russia dead. 
All the resources ot n a­ 
tional greatness are everywhere visi­ 
ble. The people only need liberty. 
Give them liberty—they are all intelli­ 
gent—and they would n o t only make 
Cossack 
ty ra n ts 
follow 
Bourbon 
princes into exile, but 
they would 
make all Europe tremble. 
St. Peters­ 
burg is modern Germanic in its exter­ 
nal characteristics, while Moscow is 
ancient and Oriental. 
It is not only 
distance th a t lends enchantm ent to 
the view; it is the exceptional, the re­ 
mote and the grand th a t emphasizes 
distinctions, draws upon the imagin­ 
ation and tinctures our surroundings 
with romance. 
When a t Moscow, we 
were one-third the distance around tne 
globe. 
The difference in time was 
eiyht hours. While you were beholding 
the sun setting behind the Orange 
m ountains in the west, we in the 
morning of the next day were viewing 
him rise from the Volgan plains in the 
east. 
You think of Moscow as one of 
m any alm ost mythical places. There, 
upon the spot, whirled t hrough crook­ 
ed narrow streets behind four finely 
caparisoned T a rta ria n steeds abreast 
—seeing men in long robes embracing 
A'arh other a t the doors of their shops; 
beholding shrines and burning lamps 
upon the corners and in alm ost every 
room in every hotel, shop and depot; 
inhaling incense in every alley and 
catching glimpses of beautiful mina­ 
rets, rising like pictures into the sky, 
we find th a t Moscow is indeed a reali­ 
ty and not a t all a m yth. 
In two 
such distinct forms of government as 
hers and ours, with long ages of an­ 
cestral habits clinging to her people, we 
witness conditions in dress, in houses, 
in utensils, in architecture and in the 
evidences of rfeligious zeal, th a t al­ 
most m ake us question our relation­ 
ship to the race with which we are 
brought into contact. 
Bo much the 
more interesting. 
No wonder th a t 
Napoleon was silent with amazement 
when he first caught sight of the Mus­ 
covite capitol, t hen not as grand as 
now, and containing only one-third of 
the population which it has a t the 
present time. 
I am informed th a t there are in 
Moscow ab o u t one thousand Greek 
churches. 
They ar»* a composite of 
Catholic, Mohammedan and Oriental 
architecture, aud probably the m ost 
beautiful 
churches 
in 
the world. 
When the 
ornate 
and 
wonderful 
Bt. 
Basil 
Church was completed, 
the 
architect 
was 
asked 
by 
his master. Ivan the Terrible, if th a t 
effort was his very best; if, under any 
circumstances or for any consider­ 
ation and with any am oun t of m on­ 
ey, he could construct a more beauti­ 
ful edifice. The reply was he could 
not — tc> make u more beautiful struct­ 
ure would be impossible. Thereupon 
the architect’s eyes were put out, th a t 
even he should not copy this sublime­ 
ly beautiful creation. 
1 think not one 
of those thousand churches has less 
than three minerets and dome-. Most 
of them have five, some have twenty- 
five—always an odd number—for a 
grand central effect—and some have 
in the neighborhood of fifty to one 
hundred. 
They are colored white, 
gr^en, red oi 
blue, or are covered 
with silver or gold. 
Most of them 
have chime of bells, and I presume 
th a t there are in the city of Moscow 
8,000 bells. 
It was but yesterday 
th a t I stood on the eminence ab ou t 
six mih^ west of the city—where Na­ 
poleon stood on th a t eventful day 
when he first beheld those 5,000 min­ 
arets, spires and dom*-? and the Krem­ 
lin’s goMen roofs glistening in the sun, 
and from whence ne surveyed the 
treasures which bethought would soon 
be a t his disposal. 
1 traversed the 
same road which he took when he 
marched bis 500,000 men to an ex- 
p- ted victory th a t proved to be the 
most melancholy defeat recorded on 
the pages of history. The immense 
treasures of the museums in the Krem­ 
lin has been removed and the sullen 
Muscovites 
applied 
the 
torch 
to 
their 
own 
devoted 
homes. 
The 
sequel is very 
well 
known. 
Moscow has been rebuilt, and its 
treasures and relies have been return ­ 
ed. supplemented by the em peror’s 
cannons and Rags and numerous tro ­ 
phies taken from the fleeing invaders. 
To enumerate the wonders of those 
Kremlin museums is impossible. To 
describe any of them is to select one 
jeweled crown out of many, one diar 
m ond out 
of millions. 
Silver and 
gold, malachite, lapis, lazuli, jasper, 
rubies, diam onds and saphires are not 
only w orked into crowns, and thrones 
and vestm ents in alm ost endless pro­ 
fusion, but they are even formed into 
furniture and m ake fireplaces, walls 
an d ceilings. 
Ju st there ia the tocsin 
bell 
which 
sounded 
the 
sig­ 
nal 
for 
applying 
the 
torch 
to 
the city. 
Here are the red stairs 
upon which Napoleon ascended to 
theth ro n eo f theKomoloff kings. There 
is the sword with which the Terrible 
Ivan beheaded his own sons. 
Here 
the furs th a t once enveloped the form 
of Catherine the Noble. 
And here, 
again, are tools with which Peter the 
Great worked when he budded ships 
and empires—for it was his knowledge 
of the*wants of his people th a t gave 
them the mighty impulse which yet 
jars two continents. 
Then we were shown through the 
great throne room, the silver rooms, 
the gold rooms, the pink rooms, the 
white rooms, the blue rooms the jasper 
rooms, and the crystal rooms, and 
then we wound up intricate staircases 
tc the secret trial room —still higher, 
to the dungeon and execution rooms, 
where voices were stifled without re­ 
morse and where cries could not be 
heard by sympathizing friends. 
This lar famed bell exceeded my 
school-day expectation as 
to size, 
and not to mislead in speaking of it, 
1 tried my measuring tape around it. 
It a t first hung—if ever it was hung— 
on a low wooden frame within the 
Kremlin walls. The frame was acci­ 
dentally burned, and when the bell 
fell to the ground, a piece seven feet 
high was broken from its disk.

was the case. The bell measured sev­ 
enty-eight feet in circumference, and 
is, 1 think, a b o u t twenty feet high.

There has been considerable agitation 
during the past week over the location 
of the Brainerd dam. 
On Monday night 
a lively discussion was indulged in by 
the city dads in regard to taking steps 
for the city to issue bonds to pay the 
overflow below the brick yard in order 
to secure the lower site, which resulted 
in a committee being appointed consist­ 
ing of Aldermen Gardner, Graham and 
Hcmstead and George Holland to look 
the matter up and report at a meeting 
Tuesday night, the following being the 


R ET O R T. 
To the City Council of the City of 
Brainerd. Gentlemen: 
Your 
com­ 
mittee appointed to confer with the 
owners of property whose lands will 
be damaged by the building of the 
dam at the old ferry, beg leave to re­ 
port as follows: 
8. B. Ilitt will take $200 for the 
damages caused by flooding his lands, 
and D. A. C. Stoops will accept $400 
for damages to his property. We 
think these amounts reasonable. 
Charles Alirens, for himself and his 
brother, will take $5,000 for damages 
caused by the flooding of their lands. 
He wants $2,000 down and some guar­ 
antee for the balance. 
Mrs. 
Schwartz wants $20,000 for 
damages to her property; that is. $10,. 
000 for damages to the brick yard pro­ 
perty, and $4,000 for her bottom land. 
F. Hansmann asks $1,200 for dama­ 
ges to his land, and Miss Gillis wants 
$700 for damages to her land. 
John McCarthy will settle the dam­ 
ages to his lands (lots) for $150. 
Wm. Paine will donate to the city 
or Water Power company the dama­ 
ges caused to his land, which the com­ 
mission fixed at $400, provide*] the 
dam is located at the old ferry. 
L. P. White, L. K. Lum and G. G. 
Hartley ask nothing for damages to 
their lands. 
These are the only parties we have 
talked with or could see in the time 
given us. 
In talking with the attorney of the 
Mississippi Water Power and Boom 
company, and on examination of the 
records in the clerk's office, we find 
that Mrs. Schwartz has appealed from 
the award of the commission only in 
fixing the amount of the damages to 
her lands in section 24, but h;is not aj>- 
jiealed from the award of tfie commis­ 
sion fixing damages to the brick yard 
property in section P.*. 
We are also 
informed that the Mississippi Water 
Power and Boom comi»any have paid 
the award of damages of the commis­ 
sion to brick yard property, which re­ 
duces the amount in question $15,000. 
We are agreed that the dam should 
be located at or near the old ferry, 
just above the railroad bridge, and 
that it can be built there without 
much difficulty, if the city council and 
the Mississippi 
Water 
Power and 
Boom company work harmoniously to­ 
gether. 
We believe that all damages below 
the brick yard, caused by the over­ 
flow, can l>e settled for less than $15,- 
000. 
This includes the $5,000 wanted 
by the Ahrens Bros.
